Now it appears that 
oh the basis of the onrush to make 
purchases some prospective pur- 
chasers may be disappointed. For 
that reason, Chairman William 
Brook is suggesting that those who 
have not "been contacted, mail in 
their requests and checks, or see 
members of the' teams immediately.

A City Without a Newspaper 

What is it like to live in a city without a regular 
newspaper? 

The people of Detroit know — after a prolonged 
strike that shut downfall three of its dailies. The 
merchants of the city learned it particularly well— the 
hard way. They used 'all the other media to the limit. 
Some stores put out handbills of their own, to adver- 
tise their holiday wares. Yet, though Christmas trade 
for the country as a whole was well above last year, 
many Detroit stores did less business. The lack of 
newspapers was responsible. 

Again, the merchants faced a fresh problem at 
post-holiday sale time. 'They had bargains and spe- 
cials to offer as usual-^but moving them was an- 
other matter, without newspaper advertising space. 

The community problems that arise from lack 
of newspapers are certainly not limited to the big 
cities. The smaller towns are equally dependent 
upon the weeklies and dailies that serve them. In 
the small town, especially, the newspaper is a run- 
ning record of its history— a thread that constantly 
touches the lives of all the people who live there. 
And, despite the newer media, it remains the most 
effective means of advertising for merchants and 
others.

Politics Conquers Logic 

In the authoritative view of Admiral Ben Mo- 
reell, who headed the Hoover Commission Task Force 
on Water Resources and Power, "There is no logical 
reason for the popular appeal of public power." . 

The Admiral then supported this statement 
with incontrovertible facts. The cost of electricity 
runs to about one per cent of the average household- 
er's budget — much less than for almost any other 
service or article he regularly buys. A reduction of 



only three per cent in this householder's tax bill 
would pay for all his power. 

Bn manufacturing the cost of electric power 
averages about one-half-of-one per cent to one-per 
cent of the product value, with only two exceptions 
—the electrochemical and electrometalluxgical in- 
dustries, where the average is a little over 10 per 
cent. 

If, as Admiral Moreell has demonstrated, there 
is- no logic In the public power issue, why is it kept 
alive? The answer can be given in a single word- 
Politics. This is a case where political and ideological 
considerations have conquered logic. Those who beat 
the drums loudest for public power are, for the most 
part, those who want more and more governmental 
controls of all kinds over all our enterprises and 
activities. Their attitude is the socialist attitude, 
whose basic premise Is that government must be 
the boss in all matters of general importance. 

Long steps toward making the givernment the 
boss of everything would be to create a tax-subsi- 
dized electric power monopoly.

On these cold winter afternoons

to bo only half-popped and half- 
tender. So much for your dream! 
Want to know, what happened in 
tlie few days since you renjoved 
specially-processed, perfectly pop- 
able corn from its original airtight 
container? -* 

The popcorn kernels dried out — 
because of the relatively warm air 
in our modern homes. Once pop- 
corn has been 'opened, use one sim- 
ple precaution to maintain correct 
moisture content. Seal the kernels 
again in a jar, can, or plastic bag 
and keep in a cool place or in the 
freezer. If corn is already died out 
from incorrect storage, raise the 
moisture content by moistening a 
cloth or blotter in salt solution, 
rolling it up, and putting it into a 
tight container with the corn. Let 
stand at least 24 hours. When ready 
to use the corn, mix it thoroughly 
and test-pop a fow kernels. If still 
too dry, repeat the moistening pro- 
cedure. 

And equally important for the 
largest, tenderest popped corn — be 
sure to use HOT oil,* close to 500 
degrees in temperature.

Doctors Study Allergy i" 

Caused by Insects 

Allergy to may flies,' silk cocoons, 
ant eggs or fruit flies may be caus- 
ing your stuffed-up nose and runny 
eyes. That- insects probably are a 
major cause of respiratory allergy 
was reported Monday, by a Norths 
western University, medical school 
research team. 

Drs. Alan "Felnberg, instructor in 
medicine, Samuel Feinberg, profes- 
sor of medicine, and Carlos Benaim- 
Pinto, fellow- in medicine, are study- 
ing the problem at the school's al- 
lergy Research laboratory at the 
Northwestern Medical Center in 
Chicago. 

The doctors reported to the Am- 
erican Academy of Allergy meeting 
in St. Louis, Mo., that nearly 30 per 
cent of patients 1 tested who had 
asthma or hayfever symptoms were 
sensitive to insects. They believed 
the patients were allergic to the 
tiny disintegrated bits of insect dust 
inhaled from the air and the soil. 
, "Allergy to insects has . been 
known for a 'long time," the doc-, 
tors said. "Death from a bee sting 
was reported at least as early as 200 
years ago. Isolated instances have 
been observed of asthma or rhinitis 
caused by the may .fly, caddis fly, 
mushroom fly, aphid, bedbug, lo- 
cust, bee, house fly, moth and mite. 
However, the" concept that insects 
and other small life may be a major 
cause of respiratory allergy has not 
been seriously considered. 

"Since there exist tens of thous- 
ands of insect species, the problems 
of diagnosis and treatment are tre- 
mendously complicated. ' We have 
found so far that patients who are 
sensitive to one insect as shown by 
skin tests are usually sensiUve to a 
number of other insects." 

Treating, a' small' number of pa- 
tients by desensitization with a ser- 
ies'' of. injections of weak solutions 
of the insect^ antigen (the allergy 
producing "substance- from the in- 
sects), -j'/haye been encouraging," -the 
doctors reported. 

They stressed, that were making 
only, a preliminary report. "The 
studies will require long, and exten- 
sive work," they said. "Studies must 
be done on the chemical nature of 
.the substances involved, on the re- 
lationships of different insect 'anti- 
gens and antibodies to each other, 
on .what other small animal life 
(might! be involved, such as those in 
the soil." ■ ' ..

line.- Though they're not leading 
the safe driving parade, they're well 
up in 7th place. And this shows 
progress, for the watchdogs of the 
law ranked 14th in the insurance 
company's last previous survey. 

Also rising substantially from 
their own previous standings are 
rural mall carriers, and federal and 
state officials. 

Farmers continue to cultivate 
safe driving habits. They're rolling 
along in 5th place, showing their 
taillights to mahjj city slickers and 
leading all other major occupational 
groups as safe drivers. But their 
hired help plowed from 35th down, 
to the 47th row in the standings. 

With a sharp eye, perhaps, on the 
fact that fewer accidents help bring 
lower insurance rates, policyholders 
in the financial field proceeded 
cautiously from a previous 8th up 
to a sound number 3 position. ' 

Teachers are setting a good ex- 
ample with a number 6 mark to 
their credit. But the students are 
still down near the foot of the class 
with a flunking 62. Likewise, com- 
missioned military officers advanced 
ten steps to position 30 — but enlisted 
military personnel still bring up the 
rear in 64th place as passenger car 
drivers. 

Editors, . reporters and photog- 
raphers followed a middle-of-the- 
road policy, seemingly, in their own 
car driving experience. A look at 
the current State Farm survey dis- 
closes the gentlemen of the f ourth 
estate in 26th place, stuck in the 
middle of the column right where 
they were before. And lawyers 
have to work up a defense case for 
their driving, with the evidence 
showing a slight drop from 50th to 
52nd. , 

Quite a dramatic struggle takes 
the. spotlight in the back part of the 
field— where the people in the li- 
quor industry (57th) are breathing, 
down the necks of the motoring 
clergy. (56th). 

, On the downhill side, auto sales- 
men skidded from 32nd to; a low, 
low. 45th. The figures kicked vet- 
erinarians from 22nd down to 33rd. 
And i undertakers buried their rec- 
ord 43-deep, after a previous digni- 
fied 18th. ■

To Audit Even if Its

Taxpayers of the northern district 
of Illinois were cautioned today, 
(by Acting District Director Delbert 
J. Luippold of the Internal Revenue 
Service, that preparation of their 
1955 tax forms by revenue person- 
nel, or aid in preparing them, is no 
guarantee that such returns will be 
accepted as otherwise complete and 
valid. 

"Many taxpayers," Mr. Luippold 
oald, "think that returns prepared 
in our offices are finished and that 
they need have no further concern 
with them. This isn't true. Our 
agents who prepare or assist arc 
anerely following the information 
provided by. taxpayer. 

"If la$er checks reveals discrepan- 
cies or '.even incorrect figures, the 
effected .taxpayer must be prepared 
to explain and account for the items 
questioned. 

Mr. Luippold urged taxpayers to 
attempt to prepare their own re- 
turns. The important thing is to 
get records and work papers to- 
gether. Gathering the information, 
is really the big- part of the job. 
Careful reading of the tax forms 
and instruction booklet, he said, 
should enable most taxpayers to 
oome up with the right answers.
